olfice of the addressee by marking the 
same ‘Special Delivery’ and placing 
on such mail the necessary postage.

But not the Bank of Italy. The 


Giannini bank had all the yellow metal 
it needed for its customers, It paid 
gold throughout the entire period of 
depression. Naturally customers 
flocked to the bank in shoals, 

Not only that, the Bank of Italy had 
gold to spare and instead of holding 


more than was needed Giannini 
turued his reserve above his own 
noeds to the bank which had stored 


bes wealth. 

he peculiarity of the situation was 
that the new customers for the bank 
in bringing in their deposits often 
brought all in gold, Like attracting 
like, or something. The 3ank of Italy 
again was the “talk of the town,” 

Timid Bankers Run to Cover 

The fire had made timid bankers 

run to cover. They tightened up on 
loans. Money was hard to get from 
everyone except Giannini, He loaned 
right and left. Unlike many bankers 
he does not believe the only time to 
loan money is when it is not especial- 
ly neded. 


And so again it was in 1907. Some 


bankers would not lend at any rate of | 


interest. Giannini actually adver- 
tised for good borrowers. There was 
no usury. The rates remained the 


Same as usual at the Bank of Italy. 
This attitude saved Many business 
concerns. It likewise added to the 
strength and prestige of the Bank of 
Italy. Giannini was following a prac- 
tice he believed sound and for the 
good of both his institution and his 
community. He might not be follow- 
{ng the beaten track of banking, but 
he was backing his own judgment and 
backing his city and state,

Among the inany gualities Giannini 
possesses is his ability to “sense the 
temper” of the public, 
Bame quality that aided him in the 
bitter fights of his early days in the 
commission business, and helped him 
Bauge the mettle of his adversaries.

There was great uneasiness among 
large groups of people, who did not 
understand the nature and causes of 
the pani¢, which in reality were over- 
speculation aud a maturing of debts 
which oould not all be paid at 
once. For no good reason, other than 
the general fear and panic, a run was 
Started on a strong and prosperous 
Market street bank. 

Hears of Run 

Giannini heard of the run. Immedi- 
ately he sent one of his clerks to learn 
how serious the situation had become. 


The clerk returned with the informa- 
tion that depositors were lined up for 
blocks waiting to get their money, 
Giannini realized that unless someone 
Came to the aid of the beleaguered 
banker that there would be trouble. 

To realize was to act. Giannini 
prepared some advertising, and in San 
Francisco newspapers the next day 
appeared this message: 

“Don’t waste your time standing in 
line. Bring your pass books to us if 
you want your money,” 

Giannini then proceeded in his ad- 
vertising to tell his story of perfect 
confidence in the bank involved and 
why he would gladly honor withdraw- 
als at his own institution. He 
caused newsboys to pass up and 
‘own the line of depositors, the ad- 
verlisement held to the outside of the 
hewspaper and shouting the story. 
The effect was electrical. 

“Long Lines Melt Away 

Some of the people did fall out of 
line and go to the Bank of Italy for 
heir money. It was given them as 
oon as they presented withdrawal 
rders and pass books. But once the 
money was offered them — in gold and 
silver, and not clearing house certifi- 


uation had been produced solely by 
hysteria. Only a scant handful ac- 
cepted the proffered cash. In a few 
hours the long lines had melted away. 
Within 24 hours affairs had settled 
back to normal. 
Now for an odd 
transaction. 
Giannini and the president of the 
other institution were not even ac- 
quainted. It was some weeks later 
when, quite by accident, they were in- 
troduced by a mutual friend while 
both were riding on a cable car. The 
other banker started to express hig 
gratitude, but Giannini, characteristi- 
cally, waved aside the comment, say- 
ing: “That was nothing. The least 
thing we can do is to help out the 
other fellow when he is in trouble.” 
Giannini had foreseen the coming 
panic and had hoarded gold. He like- 
wise cast about for the reasons of the 
panic and the results, Studying the 
situation, he noticed that our 
neighbors in Canada had avoided the 
cataclysm, Conditions in trade there 
were akin to our own, even worse in
